By the AA made for the Alteration of the Stile in thefe Kiogdoo^, 
it is ordered, that this prefent year, 1800, ihall be only a common year 
of 365 days, and not a Bifleatile one of 366 days, as it would otherwife 
' have been, bad not that A£k been pafted. And thereby k ia ordered^ 
that the days of payment of rent, &c» depending on the fixed feaft?^ 
fuch aa Lady Day, Michaelmas, &&« (hall not be accelerated ; but 
accounted due on the fame days, as they would have been, if the faid 
A'Bt had not been made. There will therefore now, inftead of 11 aa 
Mtherto, be a difference of i a days between tbeold and new ftiles,fothat 
Old Lady Day will be on the 6th of April, Otd May Day on the 13th 
of May, Old Mldfummer on the 6th of July, Old Lammas on the 
T3tb of Auguft, and fo of the reft \ which moft fo' continue till the 
year 1900.

Ahswkrs to the QvEtTiovi critical and fbiltfo^itai, 
CXCI. By Mr, j4lix. Rowc, of Keginnii, near Pensattce, 

BarrowSy fo called by fome aothorty but more properly burrowiy 
'< from the S«xoa verb byrtgean^ whence theEnglilh to bury.*' B«r«' 
low figaifiet ^iie a different thing | ^fix. a place of defence. (Dag- 
.dale^s Warwickfh. p. 782.) Whence, it feetna evident, that thofe 
horrowi, or borrowed mount 1, were conftn^ed to contain fepttichtes 
or cafcsy for dcpofitio^ihe dead. (See Borlafc, 00 the iflandi of Sciily.) 

The Rev. 5. Oliver fayi, that ont of tfacfe burrowed oiouota was 
thrown up on Sherwood Forcft, near Mintfi.ld, aboo( fourteen years 
ago. ' Aod the Editor thinks he remembcri bciog told by one of the 
gentlemen concerned, that it wat done purfuanc to the will of the per- 
fon fo buried ; who wat a Britlih merchant in Lijhon at the time of the 
great earthquake- there in 1755^ ^T which he lofl a great part of hit 
fabfiance ; and was fo aif<:^Ud by the terrible- cacaftrophe, that he left 
off bu&nefs inunediately, and came and Uvcd and died in retirement 
in his native coontry.

Some are of opinion, that ihefe ambiguous anfwers were given by 
diabolical operaiion j and others, that they were given by the artifice 
of the prielhy who made the ignorant fuperfiitious pe 'ple believe that 
the God fpoke by their mouths. Of the fbrmer opinion were many of 
the primitive Chrifliansi and other famous men, as tertuliian^ Vo[» 
£us, &c«* Of the latter opinion were EuJ^hlui, Arift^tUf Cicero, and 
others I who believed the oraeles to be nocbing but the tricks of the 
priefls, by which xhe credulous were deceived under the colour of in* 
fpitation and prediction. And, iodfed| the latter opinion fccms tho 
more reafonable t( the two ) for, we find th^t the church of Rome 
has continually endeavouced to impofe upon, ai)d oterawe, the igoor* 
»nt, hy its pretended miracles, and puppet*fhew tricks; which, more 
than any thing elfe, have been the cau.eof the fubverfion of it« power.

Perukes were firft invented at Paris, at the la;cer end of the reign o£ 
Lewis Xll|. The Abbe la Riviere was the fir& that wore a peiuke, 
and it weighed more than two pounds $ and they continued to be tff « 
large enormous file, until the year 1680, when the Sieur Ervaik de- 
vifed a method of curling the hair.' Perukes then became real omi* 
nentf, and feemcd to baoifh the appearance of old age. ' 

Mr. y. Cairns foppofea that the Naiearifctf who onder the law of 
Mofes had their heads Aiaved, muft have ufed ibme ion ofwigs. An4 
we received no other anfwer.' 

CXCIV. By hdigrm,^ of Whitkirfc. - 

These is oothiog I believe' will keep the heart truly meek and pa* 
tient, under great ^rofTc^ and provocations, hut divine grace \ which 
reo^vaies the mind by that peace which the world lannot give, an4 
brings iiitodue fubjc6Lif.ii eveiy pro. enfity toevit. For «e know who 
has fsidj. ** Come uaa ras^ all ) :; wh j ate weary and heavy laden, and I 
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will give yoQ reft. Take iry yoke upon you, and team of me, for I

chat ihefe light momenrdrf-affiictions *re defigned to work out for at 
a far more exceeding ai)d eternal weight of glory.

I Eih'lwolf, by thr grace of God, ^ ng of the Wcft-Saxons, wich 
the advice of the B ihops, EtrU, and all («ther perfons of diftin^ion 
in my dominion, h^ve, forihe he<ikh of my foul,. the good of my 
people, and thr proi't/crity of my kingdom, taken the prudent and fer- 
yiceable refolution cf, granting thetrnth part of the lands through th« 
whale kingdom to tRe Cha.ch ^nd Minillers of Religioni to be enjoyed 
by them, with all the privleg'^B of a free tenure, and difchai^e^ 
from all tKe ncDmbranctft incident to fay fees. This grant hath been 
made* by us to >he Ciiurch in honour of J' fus CKr'ft, the Blefled Vtri- 
gin, ?i)J all Saints, and out if rtrgard to the pafchal folemnity ; tn^ 
that Almighty God mig,ht -vouch fafe his blcfhng on oa and oar pofterity.

ty, and ado ns t-hc Church ^ f Chrift, even as a lofty cedar the foreft of 
Ijebanoo. Mur«<^ver, induflry is confined to earthy while charity 
reaches to 1'Ieavcn.

religion. But if all the moral rories, together wirh univerfal love 
both to God «n4 man, be implied, I believe religion and morality will 
eoiocidr, or the lyter be a branch ot the former. And the Chriftiaa 
religion is univi-rlally allowed to be a fyUcm-uf the mo(i excellent mo« 
rals ever promulgaf^d up ear>h. 

• Tho Rev. S, Olv€r (lOftf every man in a Chriftian country, who af- 
fects to folWw the fcheme of mere marAlity, is in a worfe flate than 
^ofe heathrns who never had an tpportunity of hearing the name of. 

Krom which ftate may God, of his infinite mercy and fpccial 
racei» be pleal'cd toiiberaie all thoItB who are uofortuuate enough to be 
nnd io it. 
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Mr. J^ Cairns fays, there is the ftme difiei^nce bctweeq rtligion tnd 
morality as between nacare and gracey or bet.ween Natural [and rtveakd 
religion. Religion comprehends the'Cyftem of Gofpel dodtrine, mo- 
rality Implies the precepts of Gofpel duties.— And aafwers to tbcXaae 
effeft 4re alfo given by MefTrs.

But if the rays be received beyond the focos^ the bine, by rea- 
fon of their greater divergence, fpread themfelves beyond all the oihcc 
rajrs, and by fo doing tinge the boundary blue.

Bot they are of Italian 
origin, which arofe from the Grogansi whO| in eating meats offered to 
idols, coofidered them as facred,' and thought it a pollution to touch 
them with their hands ; they therefore made Ufe of knives iai forks.

Scarcely any pafTaffcs of Scripture appear to Eave puzzled commeo* 

tators more than thefe which relate to Mekbifedtc, Some fnppofed' 

him to have been Shem, others fuppofe him to have been the ion of 

Oodhimfeif, and that Salem was J erufalem. But St. Jerome, who 

«ai no novice in Hebrew learning, but poflefied of> many documents 

now DO longer extant, informs us, that it was a city of the Samaritans^ 

and that the ruins of the palace of Melcbifedec wercy then, ftill to be 

' fceo there. The great difficulty, therefore, feems to be, to (hew the 

meaniBg of what the author of the £piftic to the Hebrews fays of 

hin (Ueb. vii. 3.), that he was without father^ without mother, &c. 

And Here, I apprehend, that the Aliatic refearches of our countrymen 

iQtt) oriental antiquities and cuftoms, may fenre to throw fome new 

light upo4 this obfcure fubje^t. It is well known^ thtft the doArioe 

ofthe.tranroiigratioa of the foul is of very antient (landing in the 

Baft; and was brought from. thence by Pithagoraf, in an age of the 

World prior to the dace of any authentic profane, hiftory now extant. 

And it has lately been difcovered by our countrymen abcvclnencioned« 

that this is the toondation of ihe fuperAiiion of Thibet. The DtUu 

Lewuxf I thinks means the fame as prieft of the Moft High God ; and 

their beUef is,' that when the body of the JOelai Lama is worn out, 

foas to be ho looger able to contain it, thejoul forthwith paffcs into 

another -body, via:, that of fome child ju (I concelved«in the womb; 

aad they Wd that this child, at his binh U known by fome certain 

B chara^eis 
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chartAerflor marks on his body, of which, they ha^Te an tccoupt \n 
tbtir ftcrcd wHtisgi, or racorda. They therefore feod outy at the 
time wh«B he ia waateilyto feareh for fuch child in fom« certain cities 
and pUcea of which they have aUo an accoont. The child, fonnd in 
coafcqociice of tbis^ ia takes and brooghc op as the Lcma^ and educa- 
ted ond^rthe notion that the knowledge of pafl eyeiita ia not an acqui- 
iition» hot a recollcAioo, So they have gone oo for agca^ time imme- 
morial, and fo go on ftill ; believing, that throo|h all this foccefiioa 
of ages the Lama is ihe fame, wiihout facher, without mother, wech- 
out genealogy, having neither beginning of dayt, nor end of life ; 
hut, like the Son of God, abided a prteft ptrpetualljr. 

There ia, then, no great difficulty in fuppofing, that ibme other of 
the families of the earth, might alfe have their prieft of the Moft High 
God, as well as tke people of lLhibtt\ and fuch. Holy Writ teUs tts« 
waa Mctchiftdee.

' MMns, wlueh- hmian An ba« hitherto difcotrered of 
fomiuig tmy certain Judgment of approaching Weather, 
is the Barwtitfr'Ot IFeatheir Gla/s; for thoogh its In- 
dications are limited to the Space of a few Days, . and 
fametimes contra^ed td a few Honrs, yet its Ufe is of 
the higheil Advantage • to the Farmer, Grazitr, and 
other Htrn>andineii, efpeciaUy in Haj-time and Har<vefi, 
and wotrid- fomecimes fave the.m Pounds, by attending 
to so Indications from Day to Day; I therefore ihall 
again offer them a few more plain and certain Rales 
for judging the Weather by that Inftraraent, which 
I (hall' always endeavonr to improve from Year to Year, 
for the Ufe of my Countrymen. This Almanack and a 
good WtathiT'Qlafi ihould always be claiFed together, 
attd compared with our Times or Limits for Raiii, ^c. 
as deduced irom Planetary Influences a£Hng upon the 
Au or Atmofphere, as they may be a rCheck to each 
other. The Rules are. as follow, and fhonld be treafared 
up. in ievery one** Memory. 

I. That the leaft Alterations of the Mercury are to 
be minded (efpecially in a fliowery Time) in order to the 
judging rightly oi the Weather by the Bfimmettr. See 
m)t'hjf Treats Rmarh. 

II. The rifii^ of the Mercury (or ^ickfihfr) pre- 
fages, in general, fair Weather ; and its falling, IqqI 
Weather ; as Rain, Snow, high Winds and Storms. 

III. In very hot Weather, "the falling of the Mercury 
fbre^tew^ Thunder. 

^ IV. In Winter, the riiing prefages Frofl, and in frofty 
Weather, if the Mercury falls three or four Divifions, 
there will certainly follow a Thaw. But in a continued 
Froft, if the Mercury rifcs, it will certainly fnow. 

V. When foul Weather happens foon after the falling 
of* the Mercury, expe6l but little of it. And, on the 
contrary, exped but little fair Weather, when it proves 
fair, fhortly after the Mercuryhsit rifen. 

VI. In foul Weather, when^ the Mercury rifes mncli 
and high, and A> continues for two or three Days be* 
fore the foul Weather is quite over, then e^^ped a Con« 
tinuance of fair Weather to follow* 

VIL I» 
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VII. In fair Weather, when the Mercury falls macrh 
and low," and thus continues for two or three Days 
before the Rain comes ; then exped a great deal of 
wet, and proljably high Winds. 

VIII. The . unfettled Motion of the Mercury denotes 
uncertain and changeable Wpathcn 

JX. You are not fo ftridly to obfefvc the Words 
engraved on the Plates (though for the moft Part it 
will agree with them) as the Mercury*^ Rifmg and 
Falling; For^f it flands at much Rain, and then rifes 
up to Changeable, it prefages fair Weather ; although 
not to continue fo long, as it would have done, if the 
Mercury were higher : And fo, on the contrary, if the 
Mercury flood at Fail", and falls to Changeable, it pre- 
.fages foul Weather; though not fo much, of, it, as if it ' 
had funk down lower. — In ihort, there is no remarkable 
Change, or lafting Interval of any Sort of Weather,, but 
what the Barometer^ to a careful and ikilful Obferver, 
gives fure and previous Notice, both to the Setting-ixi» 
the Continuance, and Determination of it, fo as not to 
leave fuch as attend to it, aUogether under "the fame 
Uncertainty with thofe who judge at Random, without 
any natural Grounds, or Prefages, to fupport their Con- 
jedlures.— .But tten, in order to form from thence a 
- probable Judgment of the Staje of the Weather, the 
Weaiher-GlaJJes we confult mufl be good in their Kind, 
and "nicely fenfible of the Impref&ons of the Jtmojpbere : 
And all fuch Perfons as would be curious in them, and 
well aiTured of the Truth and £xa6lnefs of thofe Inllru« 
ments, upon which they ground their Obfervation, mufl 
not grudge the Expcnce of purchaling from the very bell 
Hands. .

world, it will be a very great eclipfe ; for in latitude 50 
degrees fouth, and 36 degrees eaft from Londoriy the Sun 
will be central atvuoon day.

This 18 the nativity of a perfon now living, whp is 
zealoufly attached to the Qudy of albology in the geneth- 
liacal party which is manifeflly indicated by the great 
ftrength of the dlwn in the Houfe of Science, conjoined 
with Mars in a cardinal iign, and within, orbs of a fextile 
of Saturn^ which afpe6i» in a judgement of this nature, £ 
have alvt'ayi found to be of the greateft importance, par- 
ticularly when Saturn beholds the Moon by benevolent 
rays, from fucb parts of the heavenly frame as here con- 
ilituted, which not only inclines him to the iludy of |he 
occult fciences, but makes the native very fit for learned 
enquiries, eipecially when we confider that Mercury^ the 
patron of arts and fciences, is pofited in his own houfe in 
familiar congrefs with the Sun^ and both are' afcending 
towards the lineridian. In the foregoing celeftial figure* 
we find the Moon pofited in the ninth hottfe> or « more 
plainly* in that part of the viiible heavens which has per- 
ic€t fignification cf fea voyages, long journies, &c. This 
pofiaon (accorciiog to the precepts of this fcience), very 
aptly deuotesy that tlie native in fome part of his life, will 
have an inclination to travel into foreign countries ; but 
from theradical import of the heavenly bodies as aforefaid, I 
will venture to aiBrm, that (houid this nati we attempt to re- 
move out oT this kingdom, he would certainly be in very 
great danger of 'death ; for the Moon though ilrong, yet ihe 
is afii&d by the violent and fiery planet Mars, near 
Hercules, in a watery fign, and alfo in that part of the 
heavens which relates to fea voyages, long journiea, &c. 
as before-mentioned, indicating diftrefs, perplexity, an4 
confiderable damage thereby. This gentleman has had an 
opportunity of redifying his figure of birth,. by bringing 
He eftimate time to the true radix ; this might be eafily 

accomoliihed. 
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accomplilhed, by dircfting the Sun to the quartile of 
Mars^ follpwed by the fame ray of the Moony in the Zo- 
diaq. Now,St is evident, that the efFed of ihefe direaions 
operated nearly together, and confeqaently pa/Ted by in 
his minority, though not without producing dangerous 
difeafeb, &c, and certainly had not the directions before- 
mentioned been in the terms of Jupittr^ and followed by 
a fubfcquent fextile of Venus in the Zodiac, the calamity 
would have very nearly touched his life ; bat as I obferved 
before, when the -Sun (which is in this geniture cer- 
tainly, the giver of life) was diredled to the qaartilc cf 
Marst he felt his eiFeft, and that in a very violent man- 
ner; for he was then feized with an abfcefs in the abdo- 
men, which was very fevere upon his confticadoii, bat by 
the fltilful exertions of the gentlemen of the faculty, he 
recovered from his violent indifpofition, to the great joy 
of his friends, and to his ufefulnefs in the worlfd. There 
are other direftions of importance to be coniidered in thi« 
nativity, particularly the Moon to the conjunQion of ;^^, 
nusy Lady of the feventh houfe, which feems to indicate a 
female connexion ; and it is my intention to treat here- 
after fomcwhat more largely on this nativity in a future 
work on this fcience, which, Gpd' willing, I xazy liv^ to 
publiih, wherein this geniture will undergo a more ezien- 
iive inveftigation. .

The 
French nation is perplexed with^ great fears and jealoafies, 
and not without caufe ; they are furrounded on all fides 
with very powerful forces, and have fuffcred very great 
lo/Tes, but they are preparing together as much Itrength 
as they can. There is warm debates in their councils, 
and the people are all in a hurry — fome are for preparing 
preliminaries for fome treaty (I doubt not for a Peace), 
whilii others are more violent for war and bloodft^cd :— 
thus the affairs of '£»r^/^ are in a violent ferment and con- 
vulfed flate.

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BY virtue of an A^, made in 1751, for alteration of the ifyle 
the beginning of the year was changed from the tfth of 
^arch to the id of January^ which change took place on the lA 
of January, 175*. 

In confcquence of the fame Aft of Parliament, the ufe of the " 
Julian account^ or Old Style, heretofore followed in this cotin- 
try, cealed on the fecond of September oi^ the (ame year 175* 5 
and by dropping or leaving out eleven nominal daVs, and calling 
the next, which would have been the third, the fourteenth, the 
New Style took place : and from thence> by the faid A6V, is di- 
refted to be uied for all time to come, in all his Ma)efty*8 do- 
minions fttbjeft to the crown of Great-Britain. By thiis^ altera* 
tion, the feveral fixed or im moveable feafts, as they are ordered 
to be placed in the New Calendar upon the fame nominal days of 
the refpe6tive months as they were placed upon in the old, will 
come 1 1 days earljier than they would otherwife Jiave done, and 
thereby make all things depending on them, fuch as the open«> 
in^ or incloiing of common fields and paftures, the holding of 
fairs and marts, the payments of rents and annuities, and the 
commencement or extindVion of many private rights and mat- 
ters of property, do the lame : To prevent therefore any incon- 
▼cnience arifing therefrom, '•ihe Ack provides and direfts, that 
<the opening or encloiing of paftures, the payments of rents^ an- 
nuities, and all other things depending on the fixed or immove- 
able feafts, fhall not by this means be accelerated or foiivarded, 
but that the da)S of opening or fhutting fuch paftures, of pay- 
ing fuch rents or annuities, and of doing all fuch«>ther matters 
and thing^s formerly to be done and performed on the faid feafts, 
ihall be Kept, obferved, and performed, on the fan^e natural 
days of the year on which the faid feafts would have fallen, if 
this Aft had liot been made. For this realon the 5th of April is 
called Old Lady Day, and the loth of Oftober, Old Michaelmafs 
Day, and fo of^the reft, as being the refpe^live days on which all 
fuch rents and payments become due, fuch right;; take place, 
and fuch matters and things ought to be done, and not before. 
All that is here faid relates to the feveral things ;ibdvementioned, 
'depending on fixed or immoveable feafts ; but all fuch as depemt 
^n moveable feafts, or on days depending on them, are to take 
.place, and be reckoned according to the Nca Calendar, in pur- 
4iiance of an A6t •f Parliament of the year 175*, for amending 
the former Aft of the year 17^1. 

N. B. That all dates of births, deaths, or other remarkable 
events, in the Regal or Chronological Tables, prior to, or upon 
the id of.Septe!nber 175*, are to be underftood according to the 
.y«/i«ir account, or Old Style; but after that time, the annunl 
^returns of them are placed in the Calendar part ot the Almanack^ 
4iccording to the New Style* eleven nominal days la^e^• 
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All this has gone on very fmoothly and regularly from the year 
175* to the prcfent time, 10 that people expeft now to pay their 
rents and other matters on the 5th or April,' the 1 oth of Oftober, 
&c. juft as they did before on the 15th of March, the 29th of 
September, Sec. But now the A^ direfts that thefe payments, 
&c. ftiall be made, on the fame natural days of the year, as the 
fenfts, 5:c. on which they depend would have fallen, if this Aft 
hnd not been made. And it is certain, that had not the At\ 
been made, this prefcnt year i?oo would have been biflfextile, 
tliat is, according to the Reman account, would have had two 
fextiles, or i^ths of February, and have contained 366 days, in- 
ftead of 365, which it is now by the Aif made to confift of. From 
this time forth therefore till the year 1900, the Old and New 
Stiles will differ la days, inftead of 11, as hitherto fince the 
pafling of the Act, and remove the fixed feafts, Lady-Day, Mi- 
chaelmas- £)ay, &c. to the 6th of April, the nth of October, 
&c. as put down in my p'efen^ year''s Kalendar. And of which 
all people are in duty bound to take notice. 

The two Stiles, when the alteration v/as firft made at Rome in 
the year 1*584, differed only by 10 days, which were therefore 
that year left out in the month of Odober, and it was then or- 
dered that tiiree days (liouici be abated in every four hundred 
years', by reducing the leap-ye^ir at the clofe ok each century, for 
three fucceffive centuries to common years, and retaining the 
kap.year at the dole of each fourth century onlj .

Salluft, 
the Roman hiftorian, begins by obferving, that it becomes all mankind to 
ftrive with all their might, not to pafs their life in filencc like the cattle, 
formed by nature prone to the ground, and fubjeft to the belly. ^ And this, 
if well mint'cd, wou'd doubtlefs produce plenty of imitators driving hot to 
pafs their life in filence like cattle, but forgetting that cattle rugiMnt^ or- 
make a foci rioife, they, when they imitate, but cannot excel, or evei> 
equal, raife a load roar, and fo z€t like cattle ftill, not for th«it filence,- 
but the want of it, aiming at the fweet voice of nature exprefTed by the 
roaring of bull?, but not bciag ab'e to come up to it. They aft withjuft 
the fame confittency as this Salluft, who pretended to defpife living in fub- 
jeftion t . the belly, and jet made his belly his god : living in all manner 
of luxury and debauchery. There is not, however, much danger of the 
people I am fpeaking of imitating him in this—wretched authors, paid by 
poor bookfellers, will feldom be overdone with fumptupus^ fare. Thefe 
imitators, however, are faid to aim at fame, who keeps an infamouily fa- 
mifhing table, and feeds her guefts with nothing but air : nay, it is a 
great bounty to obtain even that, which is always denied to unfuccefsful 
candidates. And as to bays'and laurel, if they caa at alj be obtained, the 
berries are well known to be of a poifcnous -quality, to hurt the health, 
blind the eye?, and turn the head. By thi«, I mean, the applaufe df others 
is often impoffiblc to he obtaijicd, and when ohlaincd, is apt to make peo-

pie forget themfelves^ and a^ ai if they ^ere out of their wits. Nay» 
icrio »fly, hard ftudy is very hurtful to the health, trying to the eyc% and 
wearifome.to the mind. Not that 1 clals ihole who arc vcy guilsy of it, 
among thefe innitators and pretenders I am fpeaking of. They arc thofe 
that wifli to appear wnat they are nor, not be ftudious and learned, but to*^ 
feem and be thought fo* They know the world is mifled by appearances, 
and thus they aim to miflead it } they think it an eafy mat.er to lave thefe, 
as it is CAtled, and put mankind off with famples 4{ the countenance, -but 
they are frequen ly mi^aken ; fome prying wicked wit or other will ever 
and anon be pulling off the vizor, and {hewing their true ihape, and then 
ienorance has great need of its companion impudence t'* fuppon it* imi- 
tation, I allow, is in fome cafes needful tnc commendable, provided we ^ 
ropy good -<nd praif:* worthy chara£lerSt and will be at the pains to deferve 
fuccefs in it. But even then it will* be faid of it, as it is of wit, and W'th 
equal crutl).

And thus, with wonderuus pains, and depth of' thought, 
I have accounled for the coincident exiftence of thofe full, common, and 
noised charaders, imatators and pretenders j and why they are equally trit^, 
common, and contempnble. 

They are found in every occupation and profeflion, bot in the liberal ones 
they abound ; from the poor haberda/her of mathematical problems, who 
publiHies as his own thofe he has ftolen from others, to the ambiiious 
wight who mounted the jack-afs in Fleet-ftreet, and called him Pegafui\ 
or the cunning imitator of monkjes at the Play-houfe, who calls himfelf 
Harlequin.

ToevUYpeak of no man.— *7i/f£/, this 
To teach mankind, could never be amifs. 
With o|her cautions, proper to rehearfe. 
In the third chapter and the fccond veric 
Of his Epifilf^ Paul thought fit to mention. 
And doubtlefs did it witb the beft intention* 
For iince mankind their faculties muft ufe* 
That they thofe faculties may not abufe^i 
Their judgments they on fomethlng muft emplojFi 
That doing thisj, they others don*t annoy. 
There's need of caution«-«vOn the other handj, 
W^hen people quite regardle/s feem to ftaiK^ 
Of what is faid or thought of them, nor arc 
Of the great ufe of a good nan^e aware. 
Which IS the precious jewel of the (bul. 
And (hould exorbitant .defires controul. 
For fear it (hould be loft : Since* if once gpflk^^ 
jpiil ho]>es of ufefulnefs are with it flown, ^ 
So, to its excellency to he blind. 
Is a fure fign of a deeen'rate mind. 
That loft has a moft ftfong reftraint from iU» 
To follow an ungovernable will. 
The caie of fuch a one is full as bad 
As his, who of his words po gare has had* 
in fpeaiking farther on this fubjed^t I 
It to divide into five parts will try.

You ihew you love to drink in ; hurtful this^

, Was by your neighbour done, yet him you fcrv'd 
' With (lander groundlefs, wholly undeferv'd. 
And t)K>' the ill you fpeak be true, and fo - 
You nothing fay but what youYe fure you know { . 
Yet this too is the vice of defamation. 
And tends to hurt your neighbour's reputation. 
For 'tis a fault to fpeak the ill that's true, 
Unlefs neceflity claims it from you j 
'Tis contrary to charity be(Ide, 
And goodnefs, which (hpuld ev'ry Chriftian guide* 
When other's faults you needlelsly divulge, 
Tho' they too openly in them indulge. 
Again, 'tis evil-fpeaking, which the text 
. Condemns in authors iirll, and tellers next. 
On bear-fay evidence an ill report 
To fpread of others, is moft cruel fport t 
Becaufe the man ill fpoken of, I fay, 
Is equally defam'd in either way j 
Whether you fpeak the evil that you know,. 
Or that which others fay, and you wi(h fo. 

Either of any man we evil fpeak 
Before his face, or elfe behina his back ; 
The former feems more generous, but withal 
>> Is the great fault which we reviling call i 
As to the latter, 'tis both mean and bafc» 
Since back-biter9 are loaded with dKgrace* 

Laitly, if ill be faid in ofleotation. 
Or more pbfcure oblique in(inuation ; 
Whether downright reproach the ill convey» 
Or crafty (ly condemning be the way. 
It matters not, the end is to defame } 
Tbe mannec cf addr^fs will fheyr the aim 

C4 Was 
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Was mifchief. This raortf dext'rous thought may be, . 

But not one jot from faultine6 more free : 

Oft are thefe fmoother fliafts of dander found 

To give a deeper and more deadly wound. 

When people to a(k queftions have the way. 

And nod and wink^ and hum, but nothing fay, 

Or hinting what they know, if fpeak they durft. 

They leave, and wi(h you to fufpeft the worft. 
All thefe, and fuch-like arts, tho' they feem may 

To be a tenderer and gentler way 

Of ufing other's reputation, will 

Be found the moft malicious methods ftiil. 

And moft effeftual cunning can create. 

The moft vile danders thus to propagate j ^ 

And by indnuating worfe than's faid, 

They doubts create in each unwary head. 

And make men think there's fomethin^ much amifs) 

Tho* they precifely know not what it is. 

So that it matters not how dander> drefe'd. 

If by it's fliafts our neighbour be diftrefs'd ; 

If he's thereby defamM, and hurt, and vext, ' 

It is the vice forbidden in the text. 
Nexty of this prohibition, the extent 

Muft reach no further than 'tis really meant, 

Left it be ablblutely underftood, 
- That we of evil men always fpeak good. 

This, in fome ca(es, is nor right nor fit. 

But contrary to duty, fenfe, and wit. 

The cafes, then, 'tis needful here to view. 

When we muft fpeak the evil that is true.. 

*Tis lawful and commendable, if we 

Be fure wc are from pride and pafiion free. 

And only widi our neighbour to amend, - 

To aft the part of a ti'ue faithful friend i - 

His faults, in private, tohimfelf difclofe, 

And what advantages he gives his foes. 
' If we're of rank or age thus bold to be 3 

If not, it will more prudent feem, if we 

Chufe one of more authority and years, 

Difclofe to him our knowledge and our fears, . 

And beg he would the ufefuf freedom take, 

Which would us to our friend obnoxious make. 

But then, we muft be fure his only end 

And wi(h will be, the other to amend. 
. Withal, this muft be done with caution great, 

^ eft in his breaft fufpicion we createa 

That 
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That tbi» is not for love and' kWidnefs doney ' 
But mingled with ibrae pafllon of our own ^ 
Reoroving and refonning the pretence, 
Left raiders and reproachers we commence t 
And aft,' as if we rather meant to j)rovc 
Our own authority, t^an (hew our love. 

Again, 'tis lawful, ^tis our duty, where 
Legally called upon, to witnefs bear 
Againft another's faults and crimes ; hut we 
Impartial and unprejudicM muft be. 
For giving teftimony of this kind. 
In due obedience to the laws 'that bind. 
And out of rev'rence to the holy name 
By which the laws are fanftion'd, who cs^n blame } 
The truth, and all the truth we then muft fpeak. 
Left we the facred obligation break. 

Another lawful caufe arifts hence 
When abfolutely needful in defence " 
And vindication of ourfelves, if we 
To publilh other's faults think ouHelves free. 
When you your innoiency jnuft betray 
Without it, other's faults reveal you may. 
To hide another's (hame, no charity 
Requires, that you yourfelf defam*d ihould be. 
And tho' a man e'er fo much goodnefs had. 
And e'er Co careful not to fpeak what's bad, 
His own good name he'd firft fecure, and then 
Shew his concern for that of other men. 
And for the world it would be well and wife» 
If all men's charity thus high would rife, 
And none would hurt another man's fair fame. 
Excepting to preferve his own good name. 

Divulge another's faults we iometimes may^ 
Left a third perfon (hould be led aftray $ 
Or, to infe6ted be is in great danger. 
From one, to whofe real ftamp he is a ftranger* 
Bad company and ill examples arc 
Enticing as 'they're hurtful, like a fnare 
Entangle tho/e that fmall experience have. 
The young and giddy from the bad to fave. 
By warning them of danger, is theipart 
Of ev'ry wife head and honeft heart. 

Befides thefe things fo obvious in condition, 
We are not hinder'd by this prohibition. 
But that we other's well-known faults may mention 
Jn converiauon, with nq bad intention. 

W'hea 
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When they Ve quite public, and notonous gtovnt, ^ 

They cannot be fuppofed to be unknown. 

So may we to a friend in freedom fpeak. 

Of a third perfon's ignorance or mlft:ake } 

When we're fecure no il) ufe will be made 

Thereof, nor any.fecret be betrayed. 

Provided always, w« take no delight 

In (peaking ill of others oiit of fpite* 

The feldomes tbif is, the better ftill, 

Tho* without malice, or den|;n of ill $ 

To ihew we take no pleafure in this fort 

Of talk, nor love to feed on ill report. 

Thefe are the common cafes, when we may 

The evil that's well-known of others fay. 

So obvious they, and from exception free. 

The text to them cannot extended be* 

Laying afide, then, tbefe diHinftions nice^ 
Now for the roots and caufes of this vice 
Of evil-fpeaking. *Tis ill-nature firfl, ' 
A difpoution cruel and accurft. < > 

By a miftake, tho' general, moil un£t» 
Ill-nature pafles amon^ men for wit $ 
As cunning does for wifdom, tho' they aro 
Different as light from darknefs, I declare. 
And tho' their femblance may the unwife entice^ 
They're diftant as fair virtue from foul vice* 
And hard 'tis plainer evidence to find,. 
Of general bad temper in mankind ; 
In nothing 't^s more evidently ihown. 
Than that they're fb to evil-(peaking prone. 
The mouth fpeaks from th' abundaace of the. beast*^ 
Thib I on high authority impart. 
And therefore men cenloriouily abide> 
Jnclm*d to the uncharitable fide ; > 
And never better pleas'd with any fport. 
Than when they propagate fome ill report^ 
Or tale ridiculous about their neighbour. 
And others find to pay them for their labour }; 
Who greedy drink it in with much delight, 
Altho' as falfe as hell, and black as night. 
But yet all are thus far by juilice led. 
All hate the mifcreants who fuch tales. fplread j. 
And wit have to conclude, that fuch as thofe 
By all mankind elteem'd fhould be as foes. 
And have no doubt but they will all and fome 
Serve them the fame in the npxt place they come» 

Anotfier 
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Another common cauie, to own moft iad» 
la that fp many know them lei ves for bad i 
And at each opportunity rejoice. 
Of agatnft others lifting up the voice 
Qf general ftandtr, knowing well that they 
Themfelvcs ought to be fer</*d in the lame way, 
Kcadieft to flander others, are the elves 
Who feel that they no niierit have themfelves > 
To others they'll allow none. By this thing 
. They ail men tp a level ftrive to bring. 
All others thought they*d have as bale, and try 
And hope to juftify tiiemfelves thereby. 

Revenge and malice are another fburce. 
When men, thro* heat and pallion, take this courlcj^ - 
They will not then conlider what is true> 
put headftrong mifchiePout of fpit^ they do* 
They backbite others when they arc aggriev'd. 
Or know, or think they evil have received j 
l^ot much regarding, when with paflion hotji 
Whether the evil faid be true or not. 

Another caufe is envy. Who can ftand 
Before her jaundiced eye and iron hand ? 
She, vulture like, fo greedy is of prey. 
She feeds on her own vitals, people fay. 
Men on the good that is in others, look 
With evil eye reproachfully tniftook, 
As if by it obfcur'd were their fair fame. 
Or thereby lelTen'd were their own good name« 
Whereas the world of goodnefs has great need. 
And were it abl^nt, would be poor indeed. 
Yet envious men think qualities mod bright 
Are only fitted to obfcure their light :. 
This makes them always readv dirt to fting, 
Induftrioulljr to publilh any tning. 
That to a rival's prejudice may tend. 
Or blaft his reputation in the end. 
As if they thought it would exalt their namie. 
To build it on another's ruin'd fame. 

An idle curiofity, likcwife 
Impertinence are caufes of this vice. 

Jf mMdIing and of talking too the itch, 
bout the affairs of other people, which 
Can them no way concern s they love and ftrive 
To mix, ai>d into other's bufinefs dive. 
Arc ignorant loath to feem of other's views, 
Qr have not heard.of fuch ii^portant news, 
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As others faults and follies ; ought amifs* 
That in good company heard talk of, is. 
O how i;)duftrious they arc ! and quick, 
That the> fome idle ftories up may pick ! 
Good matter of difcourfe, they thus gain fome^ 
To fpread in the next company they come, 
That worthy of them is. This oft is done. 
Not out of malice, biit for wanton fun 5 
Becauie they nothing better have to fay, 
And that their parts* (hine chiefly in that way. • 

For wantonnefs, and fool's diverlion too, 
*Tis often^feen that men this mifchief do. 
So little do thcfe people light and vain 
That thus a man's fair reputation ftain, 
Confider this "thing facred, which the wife 
Above all gold and diamonds juftly prize ; 
Or judged how thinking men mull be diftrefs^ii 
To have this made the fubjeft of a jeft. 
For, next to fporting precious life away. 
What can more barbarous be, than thus to play 
With men's good name and honour ? Things that arc 
Than life itfelf to prudent men more dear. 

Fourthly, the ill effects I wifh to (how. 
From this unmanly vice which always flow. 
To otjiers and ourlclves.- And to thofe firft 
WhoVe fo affedled by ouir tongues accurft. 
To them we furely a great injury do. 
And often 'tis high provocation too ; 
It always matter is of no fmall grief 
And trouble to them, (hould it gain belief. 
If what is faidbe faife, without doubt this 
An injury paft reparation is. . 
And tho' we afterwards our words to eat. 
That is, to call them back, endfeavcur 5 yet 
This makes but imall amends, fuch vindication 
Stops not of infamy the propagation. 
It runs like wildfire, far and wide 'tis fpread. 
While all attempts to vindicate lie dead. 
To ftop the fcandal fruitlefs the effort. 
When once inipreffions made are ot this fort. . ' ' 

But commonly, bcfldesjthe injury, ■'*' 

A provocation grievous 'tis we fee : ' 

or which we cannot know the conA?quence ; • 
What dangers and what quarrels may fpring hence ! 
'Tis always matter of great grief at beft, ' ^ 

To him who is by fcandal robb'd of re(h 

And 
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And Chriftianity, wbieh, under heaven, - ... 

Is the beft-natur'd inftitution given, ' 
Forbids us in the leafl: to wrong our brother. 
Or ougnt to do, that may grieve one another- 
More tender nothing is than a good narne> 
How cautioufly the wife all keep the fame \ 
How deep into the foul a wound muft fink. 
There given, let each zood and wife mslt\ think* 

The confeanences orthis vice, this curfe. 
To us, as otners, are as bad, or worfe. 
Whoe'er is wont of others ill to fpeak. 
His own fair character nuift quickly break. 
And odious make himfelf by arts like thcfe. 
Even to thofe he wifhes moil to pleafe. 
And what our Lord (ays of this very thing. 
We into mind (hould not forget to bring. 
That with wliat meafure we to others mete. 
To us it fhall be meafur'd, upheap'd, great, ^ 
And running over^ Nothing in the world 
. More equally, and commonly' is hurl'd, ^^ 
Than rend'ring ill for ill, railing for railinff 5 
'Tis hard to fay what's a more common fjfiling. 
Further thanT words 'too oft revenge proceeds, 
•Tis parent of the moft atrocious deeds. 
Of (land'rous and reproachful fpecch the woes. 
Both to ourfelves and other folks, who knows f 
It many a man has coft his prebious life. 
Of that of fome dear brother or lov'd wife. 

To fay no more, now, of thefe mifchiefs, which 
Are plain as open daj to poor and rich ; 
So mutabje are all thmgs here below, 
Sub}e6l to time and chance, no man can know 
Whofe kindnefs and goodwill he ought to prize^ 
Or come to ftand in need of e'er he dies. 
So that if only toconfult his eafe, 
Or his own fafety, quietnefs, and peace. 
He ought from evil-lpeaking to refrain. 
And cautioufly nones reputation (lain. 
For, fays the Pfalmift, he that would live long, 
Muil carefully from evil keep his tongue^. 

Moft weighty the confideration is : 
If we allow ourfelves to fpeak amils, 
All our religion's nothing but pretence. 
And like an empty found devoid of fenfe. . 
For this St. James to tell us has made free ; 
If an;^ man religious feem to be, . 

An4 
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And will not bridle his unruly tongue^ 

But his own heart deceives, by. bias wrong 

His.neigbbour^s reputation if he ftain, 

Depend upon't, that, man's religious vain. 

The (landerers and i*evilers» among thoie 

Paul puts, who are of God and man the foeSi I 

And by our gracious mafter taught are wey 

That by our words hereafter we Siall be 

CondemnM or juftify'd,'' O ! let this teach 

Us to beware of every idle fpeech 5 - 

And from backbiting all our tongues refrsun» 

And every word that idle is an<f vain. 

The wife man fays, tho* e*er fo fecret thought* 

Surely no wickedneis (h^U pafs for nought. 

The mouth that flan^reth without controult 

Bees all it can to flay the precious foul. 

So, in the fifth place, let me now diifuade 
You from this dangerous, tho* common trade* 
,The ufe of, fpeech is the peculiar gift, 
*Tis man's prerogative, him to uplift 
Above the brute creation, and beftow'd, 
Becaufe they wer« with noble fouls endow'd* 
That fo yft might our thoughts eommunicate^ 
Our wants and wifhes able be toilate. 
This bleiUng we pervert, when lies we broach, - 
Or utter flander, mifchief, and reproach. 

Of others to ipeak well, at leaft not ill, 
Muft needs be a cheap kindnefs; as it will 
Only require our filence, for we may 
Always, when good we cannot, nothing £iy. 
A good word, well we know, can nothing coftf 
When by the contrary our peace is loft. 

Some Snilances of charity we fee j 

May be thought chargeable $ this cannot be ^ 
The man molt covetous may ilill afford 
To give another man a cheap good word. 

And than this eafy thing, 'tis eafier ftill, I 

But to his tongue reftrainijrom fpeaking ill. ' 

Confider too, no tjuality more tends 
To gain a man good-will, and many, triends, 
, Than when it can be truly faid that he 
Is from the vice of evil-fpeakihg free. 
Save piety and jutitce, nothing is - - 

A greater cominendation thought than this^ 
That known he never was, another's fame 
To blaft, or publifh what might prove his fhamt. 

Hit 
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His band upon hk heart let each man lay^ 
And how he feels, when he^s fo usM* then (a;^. 
To have all men's, at leaft all good men's praKe , 
. We wiih, and wiiely wi(h muft all our days } • . 

T6 have our faults concealed, and not proclaimed, 
Or thofe things utter'd whereof we*re afliam'd \ 
But with what faee can we from men exped 
Behaviour fuch as we ourfelves negleft ? 

When tempted to fpeak ill of others, we 
Should feaixh within ourfelves, if we'be free 
From the fame faults, or others of like kind. 
Withal remembering this advice to mind ; 
He that without iin is call the firft ftone* 
The author and occaiion are well known. 

Laftly, condder, it oft found will be 
To other folks as great a cbaiity. 
The ill you know of them if you conceal. 
And not to their difparageroent reveal. 
As if, in great diltrds and need yoi^ gave 
Them fuftenance, and kept them from the grave. 
And he a man hard-hearted muft be thought 
Indeed, who can't by other's needs be brought 
To give them a fniall alms, nor favour ^rant 
To thofe in great extremity and want. 

On the(e conil^lerations let us all ' 

In with the Pfalmifl's refolution fall ; 
I take heed to my \^ays will to this end. 
That with my tongue I never may offend. \ 
Amending this one fault, we all ihould be 
Found better men, from other ills nibre free. 
I mean, correcting this one vice, if try'd. 
With others that to it are near ally'di 
And which, with the fame refolution, wou'd 
Correfted be, if we'd aft as we (hou'd ; 
Owneps of many virtues this would make us. 
And onwards to perfeftion far would take Us. 
It being hardly to be thought that he, 
* Whom confcientlous in his words we (ee. 
Should not with equal care his anions guard. 
In ienfe of an hereafter fure reward. 
To this St. James muft certainly allude 
In this wi!e faying, whevewith I conclude. 
Not to offend in word, if any man 
Has leam'*d, and always thi^ he pr»6kice catit 
The fame's a perfeft man. Then hajfpy he, 
Who is from envy and detraction free. 
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Of the Four Seasons of the Year i§oo.

Experienie, it is fatd, makes 
fools wife. But the queflibn is when? We know he was called the wifeil 
snan who brought in wifdom perfonified after the manner of the eaft, and 
a(king — how long jre fimpieones, will ye lov^ iimpUcity^ and ye /corners 
delight in your fcorniog, and fools hate knowledge ?

But, alas ! to little purpofe does^e thus cry aloud, and utter 
her voice in the ftreetB, for they are filled with men,\ and men a€l: as if 
zefolved to be fools* Npt all the experience of paft ages, nor afl the 
iufferingl of all the fools that have gone before can reclaim them*. No, 
nor their own fufterings neither. For who ever was a fool and did not 
ibfFer for it ? This all know, and allcw the truth of, and therefore go and 
; aA juft, ,as if they believed the contrary. Think not that I fay this 
becaufe I delight in railing, no, it is becaufe I love ttath, and that all 
this is true, I leave mankind to be their own judges, and make them fee), 
know, and be convinced that the Devil drives them. Being well convinced 
myfelf, that what of this fort I fee in the world, am no otherwife be 
accounted for, but on the hypothefts of an evil agent, that has the power 
of reafon and delights in mifchief.

There, is, in fhort, 
no end of microfcopic objecls. A fprig ol 
mofs, by the help of that inftrument, is 
found to be a regular plant, confifting oi 
a root, a (lock, branches, leaves, 8cc. ; and 
naturalifls tell us there are fome hundreds 
of diiFerent fpecies of it. A bit of fpunge, 
viewed by the microfcope, appears to be 
a curious piece of work.. Every di^r- 
ent chemical fait has its parts diiferently 
figured. A leaf of a common ftinging- 
riettlc, the beard of a wild oat, the furface 
of fome pebble -Hones, a flake of fnow, a 
few grains of fand, or almoft any natural 
produ6tion, by means of the microfcope, 
exhibit exquifite beauties ; whije^ on, the 
contrary, the moft exquifite works of art 
can by no means bear its examination, but 
degenerates before its view, into maflcs of 
irregularity and deformity. Thus far have 
we fccn a f^w of the innumerable inftanses 
of the moft confummate wifdom of the 
SUPREME BEING, in the contrivance o^ 
his works of creation.

IN the courfe of this year there will be four Eclipfes, and 
but only one vifible to the inhabitants of Great Britain and 
Ireland ; they happen in the following order ; 

The firft is a partial Eclipfe of the Moon, upon Wednefday^ 
the 9»h day t^i April, but invifible to us; for, with refpeft to., 
London, the Eclipfe will be quite over at 41 min. pafl: 5: 
o'clock in the afternoon ; and as the MoonX^xmoX, rife before 
the Sun fets, this Eclipfe cannot be feen in our hemifphere. — 
At the time oP the greateil obfcuration, the Moon will be di- 
reAly over the heads of futh perfons as happen at that time to 
be failing upon the eaftern cpafts cf the ifland of Java, i^ 
Latitude 7 degrees South, and ^14 dtigrees Eaft Longitude 
from Lmdon : confequently this Eclipfe will be viiible to moft 
of th^ fmall Ifles in the great Pacific Ocean, and to Cali- 
fornia, New Zealand, Van Diemen's Land, New Holland, auid 
all along the eaftern coalis thereof^ called South Wales, the 
Hebrides, New Guinea, the Ifles of Sunda, Borneo, Mada- 
gafcar, the Philipines, Japan, and the whole Continent of 
Aiia, the eaftern parts of Europe and Africa. The Beginning 
will be vifible at the S&ndwich Ifland s, and at Otaheice;^ 
where the Moon fets about the Middle of the Eclipfe, 7 dfgity 
eclipfed. The End will extend itfelf into Germany. 

The (ecoad is a central Eclipfe of the Sun, upon Thurfday^ 
the 24th of April, at 28 minutes before our one o'clock vet 
the morning, in 3*^ 34^ of b , the Moon's Latitude 3^ 30''

Eclipfe ; and along the Track of Central Appearance, and 
partj adjacent, the fpeftatora, inRead of a gloomy darknefs, 
will be entertained with a beautiful Annulas, or Ring of 
Light, encompafiing the daric body of the Moan on every fide, 
which will be both a grand and awfuf fight. 

The third Eclipfe is a fmall vifible on^ of the Moon (if 
clouds ititerpole not) on Thurfiay, tbe id day of Oatber, at 
night. At the time of the greatell Obfcuration, the Maan is 
vertical to that part of Ethiopia in Africa, lying'under aboot 
3 degrees of North Latitude, and 32 degree* 31 minutes Eaft 
from London ; from whicii it appears that this Bclipfe will be 
vifible in all Africa, the Ifland of Madagafcar, and all the 
teller IHands ot the Indian Sea, m Sumatra, the Weft parta of 
riie Kingdom of Slam, the Mogul's Empire, Arabia, PcrGa, in 
A£a, and all Europe.

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The fourth and laft Eclipfc is one of the Suw, upon Satur- 
dayy the i8th olOaober, at 12 minutes paft our 9 in the morn- 
ing, 10 24® 45' of rffe, and the Moon's Latitude is 34 45 
Sooth. But, notwithftajiding it^ falling in the day-time, it 
will be invifible taus 5 but in the remote fouthern parts of the 
world, this will be a vtry great Eclipfe, even both Central and 
Total ; but the total darknefs will not be of long continuance.

'^^^ again appear to emerge from 
the bright Edge of the Moon 
at£, 28 minutes paft 10^ ap- 
parent time, after being co- 
vered by the Moon ^6 minutes. 

This Occultation will make a pretty appearance through a 
jtelefcope* 

Again, on Wednefday the 27th of Auguft, the Mooir wiU 
eclipfe Jf»/ar«, a br-ght Star of the ift magnitude. This 
Star immerges behind the dark edge of the ^oon^ at 3 min. 
paft 4 o*clock in the afternoon, and will appear to emerge from 
behind the bright edge of the Moon at 4 minutes paft 5, ac- 
cording to apparent time, after .being hid by the Moon 6t 
jnittutes. This Occultation, though in the day-time, may b« 
feen with a proper telefcope^ well iheltered from the fun-beams.

The Winter Quarter. 

This Qnarter begins when the Sun firft touches the Southern 
Tropic Capricorn^ which makes the days at the flioiteft|<and 
happens, this year, on Sunday^ the aift day of Dicetnberj at 
a quarter paft t^zi night. From the Pofitions of the Planett 
at this ingrefiional Figure, we may exped cold winds, nipping 
froils, and ftore of fnow and rain during this Winter (garter, 
which h&s until the 2 x ft of Marcb^ when the Spring Quarter 
begins ; though this is often the cafe, yet I cxpeft it may be 
more ft> than in fomc winters, the winter of the year 1799 
excepted. To conclude: let us all eameilly pray for our 
King, and the Royal Family, that they-may long reign over 
thefe nations, for the good of the Protcftant Religion, and 
fupport of true Englifi Liberties. Amen.

Controverfies generally arife from the difpittants difagreeiog 
it the premifes of the queftion.— Bnt i^ that which refpeds 
the commencement of the next century, it is remarkable that 
both parties agr^ in the premifes^ but difagree in the con* 
clufion : ditts all parties agree, that at the firft moment of our 
Saviour's birth, ccmimenced the firft year of his age, of Uie 
firft year of the Chriftian aera ; and that at the perfect con- 
dttfion of that firft year, the fccond y«w of his age, or fe-

toni year of the Chriftian sera, commenced. Esdi party 
coatends as an axioms that the firft xra mull be complete be- 
fore we can prefume upon the fecond. But then cpine two 
direftly different conclufions. — One party {ttySy '* Therefore 
the firft century ended with the termination of the year 99 ;'* 
the others, ** Therefore it ended with the year 100." 

The King was born in the year 1738; on June the 4th, 
1739, he was One year old, and entered into the fecond year 
of his age ; on June 4th, 1740, he was two yeafs old, and en- 
tered on the third year of his age ; and fo on, till June 4th, 
1798, when he completed his 60th year, and entered on the 
6 ill year of his age. This, I prefume, cannot be denied.—- 
Now then, fuppofe his Majefly to live to the end of the 99th 
year of his age, which would be June 4th, A. D* 1837, will it 
be faid that he has completed a century (or 100 years) or 
that he has entered, on the looth year of his age? I contend, 
that his Majefty being born on June 4th, 1738, June 4th, 
1838, muft arrive, before he would have completed 100 
years. And thus 1798 years mud havp pafled away, before 
we could have entered on the 1799th year; thus 1799 years 
muft pafs before we could enter on the 1800th; thus 1800 
years mud pafs, before we enter on the*i8oiftj ovjirjt year 
of the next Century.
